OUR PICTURE GALLERY, 


MEN WE KNOW. 


HON. JOHN F. DEZENDORF, M. C. 


Mr. Dezendorf, the subject of this 
sketch, was born in the Staie of New 
York, on the 10th day of August, 1834, 
and after receiving an academic educa- 
tion, learned the carpenter's trade, 
studied architecture and civil engineer- 
ing, and at 16 years of age struck ont 
f r Ohio, where he wae for twelve years 
engaged in several important public 
works. Of Republican parentage and 
antecedents, be naturally gravitated to 
the Republican party, and the Western 
reserve of Ohio was a good place to 
strengthen him in this faith. During 
the days when the decision of Taney 
was still in force, the fugitive'slave was 
oftefi found wending his way to Canada 
via the Underground railroad, and we 
bave heard Mr. Dezendorf tell of the 
days when Professor Peck Langston 

brother of John M.) and others from 

berlin, were confined in jail in Oleve- 
land for aiding one of these poor unfor- 
tunates on his travels. . 

In such times and amid the political 
scenes made famous by Joshua Gid- 
dings, Benjamin Wade, and others, and 
at the same time that James A. Garfield 
was drinking inspiration from the foun- 
tain of pure Republicanism in the same 
locality, Mr. ezendorf was imbued 
with those principles which advocated 
for the right of man, and here it was he 
received those impressions regardiag 
the duty of the Government toward the 
colored race, which have manifested 
themselves in his subsequent public 
career. In Ohio, in 1856, he cast his 
first ballot, and that vote was for John 
© Freemont, as President of the United 


States. 
On the 26th of August, 1863, Mr. 


in in the 
tate of Virginia; those were tloublous 
times. The close of the war in 1865 
brought with it a necessity for the re- 
construction of the State Government. 
The Negro had been made free and 
clothed with the rights of citizenshi 
From the very nature of things this 
brought on a struggle in which the few 
Union men and white Republicans of 
the State were submitted toa severe 
test. The Democratic y of the State 
composed of former slave owners were 
indignant that their former slaves 
should have been put on a political 
equality with them, and the struggle 
which they made was long and bitter 
The worst element of the Democratic 
party did not fail to exercise violence in 
order to carry out their ends, and rough 
indeed was the path of the white man 
in Norfolk, who from 1865to 1875, 
dared to raise his voice in behalf of the 
Repubiican party and to defend the 
colored Republicans in their rights and 
privileges. 

During all these dark and stormy 
days, no man in that section was more 
outspoken than the subject of our 
sketch; in every campaign Mr. Dezen- 
dorf was heard from—every hustings, 
and on election day was found at the 
ys defying the Democracy and insist- 
ng upon the rights of Republicans. 
Many times did he expose. himseli to 
danger, his life threatened, his house 
stoned, himself and family subjected to 
ostracism and proscription. 

But he never faltered; always cool, 
courageous and true, he persisted in his 
course. For many years he was at the 
head of the Republican Committee of 
the city and county of Norfolk, and 
contributed by his work and his means, 
to sustaining bis party in his District 
and State. In 1872 he was the candi- 
date of the Republicans fur the Legisla- 
ture from the city of Norfolk, was 
elected, but in consequence of ways that 
were dark and peculiar to the Demoo 
racy he was counted ont. In 1876 he 
was a delegate to the Nutional Repnbii- 
carn Convention at Cincinnati. In 1878 
he was a Republican candidate for Con- 
gress froth the Second District, being 
nominated by acclamation. After a 
stirring canvuss, having for his competi- 
tor, John Goode, who was looked upon 
as the ablest canvasser of the Demo- 
cratic party of the district, Mr. Dezen- 
dorf was elected by 1,100 majority, but 
owing to Democratic methods, failed to 

et the certificate, and the House being 

mocratic, by the advice of his friends 
he did not contest the seat. In 1880 he 
was again nominated by acclamation as 
the Republican candidate for Congress, 
having his old competitor, John Goode, 
as the Democratic candidate, and Ben- 
jamin W. Lacy as a Readjuster, against 
him; he defeated them both by 1,460 
majority, after one of the most heated 
canvasses ever conducted in that State. 
In 1872 he canvassed the district for 
General Grant. In 1876 he went to the 
Cincinnati Convention in favor of James 
G. Blaine, and voted for him first, last, 
and all the time. But on the nomina- 
tion of Rutherford B. Hayes, he took 
the stump in bis behalf. In 1880 he 
was in favor of General Grant, thinking 
that he was the only Republican who 
could break the “Sdlid South” He 
took the field against the influence of 
the Treasury Department, which was 
being exercised for John Sherman, and 
which was powerful, especially in Vir- 
ginia, and threw himself out of office; 
he organized Grant clubs, and with the 
help of a few friends in other sections 
of the State, defeated the Treasury 
combination, and sent a delegation to 
Chicago instructed for General Grant. 
On the nomination of Garfield 


and | 


Arthur, he labored earnestly to poll the 
full strength of the Republican vote 
for them, and advised the Nati na Com- 
mittee to make a strong effort to carry 
the State, assuring them that in the 
disorganized condition of the Democ- 
racy, (who had two electoral tickets in 
the fleld,] success was certain. Other 
counsels were taken, the National Com- 
mittee was actually persuaded to advise 
the Republicans of the State to turn 
over the electoral vote to the Read 
juster Democratic Hancock and English 
ticket. To this Mr. Dezendorf entered 
an earnest protest, and notwith- 
standing this attempt, made three days 
before election, which took some votes 


_| from Garfield and Arthur and deterred 


others from voting at all, the Republi- 
can elestoral ticket came within 12 000 
votes of carrying the State, proving the 
wisdom of his course, sad thai if his 
advice had been taken and an earnest 
canvass made in the State, success 
would have crowned the effort. In the 
Gubernatorial canvass of 1881 in Vir- 
ginia, Mr. Dezendorf, looking at the 
result of the campaign of 1880, when 
the Republican party of Virginia, after 
four years of nonaction and almost com- 
plete disorganization, the flickering 
lamp of life having been kept burning 
in the party by the exertion of Mr. 
Dezendor! and a few devoted men in 
other sections? polled 85,000 votes, 
falling but 12,000 short of enough to 
have [carried the State, without help, 
except in two or three Oongressiohal 
Districts, with a capitation tax of one 
dollar es a pre-reauisite to voting, with 
such a showing under such discouraging 
circumstances, with a divided Democra-

dred miles from the Fiji group, and in 
the same latitude and blown upon by 
the same trade-wind.

ticians. To be brief, we were the first 
colored man to whom an official oath 
ever was administered in the State of 
Alabama, having been commissioned by 
General Pope as registrar of voters for 
the 18th Senatorial district in that 
State, June 6, 1867. After completion 
of duties imposed by our commission, 
we canvassed the State in favor of the 
constitutional convention which was to 
organize a civil government; convention 
carried, was one of its officers; can- 
vassed the State in favor of ratification 
of the constitution framed by the con- 
vention and submitted to the people 
for approval or disapproval ; under the 
new constitution was nominated for the 
legislature and elected at the sime time 
the yote was taken on the constitution ; 
was a member of the covention held in 
in 1867, for the organization of the 
Union Republican party in Alabama, 
and a member of committee on plat- 
form, and with Mr. Rapier, drew up the 
plank which was inserted in it declaring 
for the first time in that State the civil 


held in our county, (Elmore,) Congres- 
sional district and State, from 1867 to 
1674; was a delegate to the Philadel- 
phia Convention in 1872, and Secretary 
of the delegation from our State, voted 
for Grant and Wilson,the vote of sixteen 


elent as a candidate for tho Presi- 
dency; was a delegate to the convention 
of colored men held in New Orleans 
April 1872, whereat we op going in- 
to the Greeley movement, was second 
vice president, Hon. Frederick Doug lass, 
yresident, and Col. James Ingraham 
first vice; was appointed to a position 
in the Treasury Department in this oity, 
May 8,1877. In short, we have taken 
an active part in the political affairs of 
Alabama, and the South in various capa- 
cities, from the organization of the Re- 
publican party in that State in 1867 to 
1874, when the State .was seized upon 
by the bulldozing Democrats of that 
State. We have canvassed the State 
time and again from the Tennessee 
river to the Gulf of Mexico, and from 
Georgia to Mississippi, and know and 
am known by every leading man in the 
State, white, black, Democratio and 
Republican. By the foregoing imper- 
fect statement it will be seen that our 
facilitigs for knowing some little about 
the political affairs in the South, (we 
‘have spoken in several States not men- 
tioned,) have been ample, and we leave 
it for others to say whether or not we 
improved our opportunities. 

To the point: In September, 1878, 
at the instance of Col. Thomas B. 
Keogh, of North Carolina, and Hon. 
George M. Duskin, of Alabama, we left 
our position in the Treasury Depart- 
ment for the purpose of taking part in 
the Congressional campaign in Alabama, 


State, and arrived at Selma in time to be 
in convention, whereat Hon. Jere Harral- 
son was nominated.

all our labors were to he turned to 
naught. The day for theelection ar- 
rived; tickets for our candidate came 
the night before; at early dawn we were 
on the alert; hour arrived for opening 
the polls; the Republicans were pre- 
pared; we had atable, paper and pen- 
cils on hand, as near the voting place 
as the Jaw of that State allows any 
person to be when not voting; 
the Republicans came to us and got 
their tickets, voted them open in full 
view and at the same time proclaimed 
their votes viva voce as they had been iu · 
structed by us, I vote for Jere Harral- 
son,” and returned to the table from 
whence they had received their ballots; 
had their names registered as having 
voted: this wasdone by every Repub- 
lioan who voted there ou that day. 

After the poles were closed we count- 
ed the names on our list and found 
thereon as having voted 587 names of 
Republicans who had cast their votes 
for Hon. Jere Harralson, the Republican 
candidate for Oongress. Seeing the 
clerk of the court come away from 
where the boxes were, we asked him 
the whole number of votes cast, Demo- 
cratic and Republican, and he informed 
us 760. Now subtract 587 from 760 and 
the remainder will be 173. We ascer- 
tained that of the 173 votes cast, Dr. 
Henry received two votes, the remain- 
der 171, were the number of votes cast 
for General Shelley, at Greensboro, on 
the 2nd of November 1878. 

Now.for the way they do it. After 
dark a lyrge number of men, Demo- 
orats and Bepublicans awaited near the 
court house for the managers of the 
election to announce the result ; on all 
sides it was conceded that the Republi- 
cans had carried the day by a hand- 
some majority. We were feeling our 
oats and awaited fer the managers to 
make the announcement, with we imag- 
ine, the same feelings of exultation that 
a conquering general experiences when 
awaiting for a conquered foe to come 
out of his entrenchments to ground 
arms ant surrender. 8, 9, 10, 11 o’clock 
(at night) and no report yet. We began 
to feel a little uneasy on account of this 
unlooked for delay. At last at about 
a quarter to twelve, Tom Oowin, we 
believe, is the name of the man, one of 
the managers, came to where the crowd 
were in waiting, Atkinson’s drug store, 
aod announced the vote. Here is what 
this sworn official announced: General 
Shelley, 484 votes; Jere Harralson, 201 
votes, and Dr. Henry, 82 votes.” We 
disputed the correctness of the vote as 
announced, whereupon a sudden change 
took plece, those who had been most 
forward in showing us courtesies, threat 
ened our life if we didn't dry up, and 
the Sheriff, Kaight, made the attempt 
to force us to give up the list of names 
we had in our possession, but by the 
timely interposition of our Republican 
friends we were forced out of the drug 
store with the much-wanted list in our 
possession. After we had been at our 
room for a short while a colored man 
was sent to us with a proposition from 
the sheriff and his co-adjators that if 
we would give up our list and agree to 
sign a certificate that all things went 
right there that day, they would give us 
five hundred dollars. We declined the 
proposition, whereupon the envoy, who’ 
was a particular friend of ours, advised 
us to get away as soon as possible, for 
the Democrats were determined to have 
us agree to their proposition or die. 
We took our friend’s advice an 1 lett the 
town, and stayed with an old gentleman 
some two miles in the country until 
about an hour before day, when we 
made our escape by jumping on the 
cars at the depot, about a mile from 
where we staid, after the mob had left 
who had been searching the cars for us. 
We arrived in Selma the same day, 
bringing the much-coveted list of Re- 
publicans who had voted for Harralson 
the day previous. The list is still in 
our possession. 

By this imperfeotly written statement 
it will be seen that the Fourth Congres- 
sional District is based on color, 18.473, 
Republican ; yet the Democrats of that 
district, by methods hitherto unknown 
to outsiders, have sent General Shelley 
to Congress as the legally elected rep- 
resentative from that overwhelmingly 
Republican District ! 

In conclusion we have known the 
colored men of the Fourth District of 
Alabama ever since the reconstruction

This noble champion 
of a free ballot and a fair count, free 
schools and free men, in bis speech of 
the occasion named, covered himself all 
over with glory, and for the grand ex:

the Negroes of this country that no 
doubt will be as lasting as the word 
gratitude shall be spoken by men: 


“I have no sympathy with this un- 
ceasing and senseless a of the col- 
ored people of my State an¢ Zhe South. 
I say it with profound respect for my 
brother Representatives from the South, 
that if they will bat follow our example 
in Virginia, do full and complete .jas- 
tice to the colored voter and citizen, 
step boldly to the frent and — aA 
not on paper bat in practice, t 0 
shall freely deposit ballot and have 
the same honestly counted, they will 
remove all ground for the accusations 
daily hurled against our noble section 
of the Union—acecasations to which our 
people are justly sensitive, and have 
no foundation in the temper and will 
of the masses of the Soutnern people.

Our experience in Virginia 
shows that our colored le are keen- 
ly alive to injastice 
quickly responsive to efforts in their 
behalf for the full, just and complete 
vindication of their rights and citizen- 
ship.

Some space to think and feel like moral and 
immortal creatures, 

‘Virginia stands here. to-day with at 
least two of her Representatives elected 
upon a platform declaring that there 
shall be in all parts of this country a 
free ballot and a fair and honest count. 

She stands to-day under 
the guidance and government of the 
Readjuster party, with the doors of her 
free schools, which have been closed 
heretofore, thrown wide open. She 
points you to-day to more than 5,000 
free schools, where under Bourbon- 
Funder self-styled “debt-paying” rule 
she had but a little more than 2,000 
schools open.

A MURDERER’S STORY. 


The Extracrdinary Auteblesraphy of a 
Condemned Eoglishman, 

The English papers publish a long 
and curious statement made by one 
Thomas Fury, alias Wright, alias Oort, 
after being found guilty at Durham 
aecsides of the williul murder of «a 
woman, named Maria Fitzsimmons, at 
Sunderland, in 1869. Sentenced to 
fifteen years’ penal. servitude for rob- 
bery and attempted murder in Norwich, 
in 1879, he voluntarily accused hi 
self of the murder of the 
Fitzsimmons. He was put on g 
and found guilty. Fary manif 
keenest anxiety to be i 
received the sentence of death with the 
utmost satisfaction. His autobiographi- 
cal statem is a psychological curi- 
sity and n thoutpublic interest as a 
contribution to the study of “crime 
causes.” The following extracts give 
the main part of his story. He says: 

„Although my past career. as both a 
thiefanda liar, would not under ore ary 
circumstances entitle me to receiv. any 
credit in regard to my statements, yet 
as I pow stand before you for the 
time as a dying, or rather a dead man, 
I beg your attention to the few words I 
now addres to you—not for my own 
benefit, but for your own, Every cause 
must bave au effect, and every effect an 
antecedent cause, or series of causes. 
I stand before you now as the resultant 
of the forces ol persuasion, example 
and compuision. And Maria Fitzsim- 
mons, whom I murdered thirteen years 
ago, was another of these terrific results. 
The injustice of the land laws in Ireland 
caused my relations to join Ribbon- 
men, and leave their country ; and then 
induced my mother to come to England 
to meet my father. Perhaps crime is 
hereditary in my case—another fact to 
strengthen Darwin's and Huzley’s 
theories. I do not know, nor have 1 
heard of, bet one member on either 
side of oar family that was not strongly 
addicted to drinking. My father was a 
drunkard. My mother was forced to 
become one—held down by her nearest 
relatives while they poured rum down 
her throat until she promised to be 
sociable. As regards rfysolf, I know 
that I was raving drunk before I was 
eight years old, and several times before 
I was ten yearsof age. One of the 
reasons for giving myselfup is to get 
rid of that craving for drink, for which 
in my case, at least, extinction is the 
only cire. I shall be quite reconciled 
to die a shamefaol and dishonorable 
death—in fact, feel happy—if by my fear- 
ful doom some, a few at the least, may be 
warned, by the dreadful example I have 
become, to avoigl that habit while they 
have yet strength to resist it. 

„ was early initiated into the ac- 
cursed habit, and it was more fully 
developed during four years spent 
among seamen, who seemed to think 
that drink was the summum bonum ot 
human life. After this it was my fate 
to have to spend more tban four years 
in prison, my discharge, and 
obtaining — p, I cetermined 
not to drink. Upon the mate offeri 
me my share of beer I civilly declined 
it, receiving a storm of abuse in return, 
accompanied with an order to leave the 
ship and go ashore if I did not like to 
drink. Thirty miles from home, * 
out a y in my pocket, what was 
to do > 4 drank the beer, was praised 
for being a man, and the result there- 
from, as if human blood had been given 
to a tame tiger, was that drink was all 
that I lived for; for this only did I 
work ; forit I neglected my duty to 
myself, my mother and my empicyers ; 
for it I became again a thief by using 
money entrusted to me by my ship- 
mates; for, by and throngh it, I now 
stand before you as the murderer of a 
woman. 

„It would be only a waste of time to 
detail all the other crimes I have been 
guilty of since February, 1869, while 
under the influence of drink ; mostly 
crimes of violence. One of the effects 
of drink upon me is an itresistible 
desire to do injary, even though they 
may have given me no provocation, 
Once I threatened my mother with a 
knife, shame being the only cause of 
not executing the threat, I have been 
in prisons more than thirteen years, 
extending ever a period of eighteen 
years. During that time I have spoken 
to many hundreds of prisoners, and 
only met with one who bad been an 
abetainer previous to his conviction, 
And if any of you have the slightest 
feeling of pity. or commiseration for 
that unfortunate woman whom I 
killed in my stupid, mad, drunken f. . 
and for others, not only of her class, 
bat of every other class, let me beg of 
— = call yourselves Englishmen *to 
banish those habits, tastes and custom: 
which are the sources of so much 
misery, vice and crime. 

Upon my return from Ohina in 
1863 I was reduced to a state of the 
most extreme poverty; I fell in with 
— habitual criminals, who, 


With them I was concerned in several 
burglaries, each of which was marked 
out previously by a man in the employ 
of an officer in the police, commonly 
called a putter np’ and a nark.’ This 
man induced me to bring of the 
proceeds of one of the barglaries upon 
me into —— district.
